Borrow Pfap»Ieoi«'» Idea. FOP Use In 


Tour BU»HH«!«» Affair*. 


This was Napoleea's-trief statement ef 


the art of war: 


"The art of war consists in having al- 


ways more forces than the enemy on the 
point where the enemy is attacked or 
where he attacks." 


Napoleon won victories apparently as 


easily with an inferior as with a superior 
force—that is to say, flapoleon with a 
hundred thousand ' rHen^wasi perfectly 
ready to meet another" general'with 200,- 
000 men or 500,000 men. He simply took 
care that his men should be more numer- 
ous and better placed at the point of ac- i 
tual decisive struggle. 


Don't think that Napoleon's view of 


success in battle applies only to emper 
ore or generals or military men. Life is 
a battle, and successful strategy in one 
kind ef fighting means, ^successful strate- 
gy in another. 


Napoleon, beginning his career as an 


ambitious, cautious young soldier, repre- 
senting a republican nation intensely 
jealous of military glory, knew that he 
must aot expect too great support from 
home—that he must win or perish. 


Very often he could not equal his ad- 


versaries in numbers, but always he man- 
aged to snrpnss them in numbers at tbe 
particular point where tbe hard fighting 
occurred. 


"To march always on the enemy at an 


angle and destroy his forces in detail." 
, 


Such was bis successful plan. On one 


occasion three armies marched against 
him. 
They took different routes, sta- 


tioned themselves in what they consider- 
ed to be superb strategic positions. Tlie 
army was almost three times as great as 
his own. He attacked ene-third of this 
foolish force and destroyed it while the 
other two-thirds looked helplessly on. 
He attacked the second third and won 
tbe day. He could not have beaten the 
three-thirds had they combined their 
forces at every fighting point as he com-_ 
bined his. 
~ 


"What has that to do with the agent 


trying to sell a lot of goods? What has 
that to do with the unemployed man look- 
ing for a job?" 


If you ask one of these two questions, 


we can answer easily. Every man who ap- 
proaches another with an object attacks 
him on some one point. He need not be 
in all ways the equal of the man whom 
he approaches. Let him simply be better 
prepared on the point of attack. If ha 
wants work from the other man, let him 
be prepared to show that ho can do the 
work and that ths other man needs to 
have it done.

If he wants to sell merchandise, let 


him be thoroughly prepared to prove that 
his goods are the best and that they are 
really needed. 


If the man who wants to win on a cer- 


tain point will concentrate all his forces 
on,that point, he can carry the day. Bor- 
row Napoleon's idea. Learn to concen- 
trate your forces.—Chicago American.

It was in 1853, in San Francisco, and 


law was chaos; mob law was supreme.

The vigilance committoo of San Fran- 


cisco In this year was famous for its des- 
perate deeds, but after its self assumed 
reign was over the morals of San Francis- 
co increased amusingly. It was almost u 
paradise on earth. Drunkards, cutthroats, 
scoundrels and others of this ilk gr.vp tho 
place wide room. They knew that If they 
were caught they would be hanged. An-

•'Tho California of 185G was a terribje 


place," began Mr. Kellogg, at ease with 
his pipe. '-You see, it was like this: The 
men who rushed to tha goldfiolds in the 
ei»rly days never expeot«d to remain in tho 
western country 
Their purpose was to 


make their pllo and gefc out. 
They camo 


to California, scrambled for gold an<J jjakl 
no attention to law and order. 
It was a 


paradise for gamblers, thieves arid cut- 
throats. The worst element, it seems, 
came to Frisoo, where they were soon in 
posftessioa of the eity e«vernm«nt and or- 
dered millions and millions of dollars' 
worth of improvements tbat were never 
made. 
But the contracts were let, in or- 


der to give boodlers A chance. 
Vice flour- 


ished like 3 green bay tree. It was a law- 
leas, violent land, where life wasn't worth 
a pinch of snuff. 


"Tha first few weeks I was there things 


like this happened: Tho United States 
marshal was shot in cold blood by a gam- 
bler; the gambler's paramour put up$10,- 
000 to defend him, and the lawyer was 
promised $10,000 more if he got his pris- 
oner oft*. 


"He had bad one trial, but tbe jury dis- 


agreed, and in the meantime we took him 
out and hung him. 


"This was th*. stole of California jus- 
tice. 


"Why, men convicted of murder, arson 


and other foul crimes would be hauled up 
before the judge, who after listening to 
the damning testimony would say: 
" 'The sentence of this court is that you 


pay $5 fine. ' 


"On other occasions, when a murderer 


was brought into court, a judge would 
say: 


"'There is no need of hearing the wit- 


nesses in this case. The prisoner is dis- 
charged. ' 


"And tho ballot box stuffing! We sent 


ono of the boxes to the Smithsonian in- 
stitute after tbe fuss was all over and bad 
it labeled, 'This is a specimen of Califor- 
nia ballot box stuffing. ' 


"There was a trick the ballot box stuff- 


era used "to employ to keep the gang in 
office. 
Yon know, in thosa days tailors 


and servants used to have a small pot filled 
with cbarcoal, used to heat flatirons. I 
noticed that in every election booth in cer- 
tain precincts there was always one of 
these little Beaters. Tho ballot boxes wera 
supposed to be of inch pine, rough pine 
boxes, with a little beading around tbe 
edge. Tbe top was of inch scuff all right 
enough, but the bottom was hollow, cf 
eight inch stuff. In this false bottom were 
placed enough votes tp win the day for the 
gang's candidate. 
When the polls were 


closed, the little fire pot was brought into 
use and $he unfavorable votes destroyed. 
The ballot box staffer* said that they had 
the fire there because tbo room was so cold. 


"It was such acts of lawlessness as tbeso 


that led to the formation of the famous 
California committee of vigilanca. It con- 
sisted of over fi,000 of tho most highly re- 
spected people in ths coimnunity, whose 
sentiments of justice bnd been outraged by 
the long continued acts of injuslico and 
crime permitted by the regular judges. 


"Tho first intimation I had of the for- 


mation of the committee was when a 
friend said to me one morning: 
" 'Want to see some fun?' 
•"Yos.1 
" 'Then come down to tho jail,' 
"On arriving I was astonished to find a 


double row of men drawn around the 
whole square. An assault was about to 
be made on tha jail by outraged citizens. 
They wwe calling on the jailer even th'pn 
to open tho doors. In the terrible quiet 
before the storm broke I could hear the 
leader say: 


"'Open the doors!' 
"There was a deathlike silence. 
" 'Open tbe doors!' the ringleader cried 


again, 'or we will batter them down.' 


"With tbat he raised his handkerchief 


as a signal. 


'"When this handkerchief falls,' he 


added in a voice like thunder, 'I'll give 
orders to fin*- tbe cannon. She's loaded 
with solid shot.' 


"There was a cannon before the door. 
"Tho nan with the biasing torch stood 
near by. 


•'You should have seen the hand slowly 


fall 1 It was a most thrilling sight. Slow- 
ly tha hand fluterod, and at tho very last 
moment tbe jail doers were flung open, 
and the pepulac* sa Wired to dr»g out the 
prisoners. 


"At first the jailer refused to give some 


of them up. 
" The two tlms we took out of the jail 


were given a fair trial beforo the commit- 
tee of S3, the executive committee, which 
beard all the evidence as given. It requir- 
ed a unanimous vote on their part to hang 
a man as well as a two-third majority of 
the eoramittc* of delegates, numbering 
2I>0 members. 


"That night San Francisco was in a 


fever of excitement. 
What would happen 


neitf 
Where would the revenge of the 


populace bo shown tomorrow? 
" Every one stayed Uidoors that night as 


far as possible. 


"A few days later the judges were 


warned. 
They were told to try cases 


properly vt rafter tho penalty — by giving 
up tbeir lives. 


"Twenty irresponsible msmbera of the 


eommuBlty, ringleaders in ballot box 
stuffing and mnrti"r, wew* taken to the 
wharf, put on outgoing steamers and told 
never to como bock again on pain of im- 
mediate death. "

t>B. GAJ»SBY DEFENDS BUSINESS 


STUDIES IN THIi SCHOOLS 


Dr. H. H. Gadsby, principal of) Drury, 


Writes to the Transcript in defense of 
the business course in the high school. 
He makes some comment an*d nuts a 
number of Questions. "With reference 
to that portion of his comment which 
refers to the "demagogue" we wish to 
say that the Transcript is not calling 
Dr. Gadsby, or anybody else connected 


, with the North Adams schools, a dema- 


6TOgu%. Nevertheless we hold to the 
opinion that the schools are coming uni- 
der the "reign of the demagogue" and 
that evidence of this is found in the 
'bread-winning" business course in the 
ligh school. Concerning Dr. Gadsby'• 
questions we must take the risk of say- 
ing that the propounder of them might 
be accused of quibbling were he not the 
virtual head of North Adams' public 
school system. As it is we feel that 
they bee the question from first to last. 
They are put chiefly on) the principle 
that things good in themselves are good 
in almost any relation anti in almost 
any place, a very seductive but very 
fallacious way to reason. 
However, 


we shall not disregard the questions 


• though we believe they have no import- 
ant bearing on the Transcript's conten- 
tion regarding business instruction in 
public schools. The Transcript is not 
deprecating the value of typewriting, 
stenography and other business studies. 
"We are denying their right 
to be 


taught in the public schools as they do 
not materially contribute if at all to 
general culture, for which alone the 
public schools should? starJd in their 
great commonality, but are a special- 
ized fit for a certain trade or occupation 
and by being such are a deteriorating 
misleading and disturbing class element 
In our public school syptem. But as to 
Dr. Gadsby's questions: 


1. Typewriting is taught in the high 


*chool. is it much less desirable that 
o&fe should know how to write with this 
machine than with that other machine 
catted a pen.' Do none but professional 
copyists have any use for this tool? 
Are 'there not thousands o.; lawyers. 
'physicians, teachers, business men, re- 
pt»£ters, 
using 
typewriters 
today? 


Would they have lost any of the "sweet 
rjass and light" of education of they had 
spent'a fraction of their school time in 
.learning to write properly, instead of 
.making the index finger do the work 
OS the whole hand, as most of them do? 


Typewriting- is not taught anywhere 


an>4 for the simple reason that there is 
nothing in it to teach. The typewriter 
is nothing but a time-saving invention. 
Its, value lies in the speed in writing 
or printing that may be obtained with 
it and the acquiring of this speed is 
simply a matter of persistent, mechani- 
cal practice. There is something pe- 
culiar in raising it to the level ofl the 
pen, which must go with the 
child 


through his advancement in the great 
<undameiJval art of expressing 
his 


thoughts X>n paper. But if the type- 
•wrlter ranks with the pen as a tool or 
mactuttj ta.be used in writing, why re- 
serve it for a business course in thp 
high school. Teach it to all. If it Is 
extettJive use that determines the teach- 
ing of the typewriter many other usefiul 
machines should be taught. Theie is 
really something to learn about riding 
a bicycle and more people use the wheel 
than" use the typewriters Speaking oi 
the labor put upon the index finder, 
think of the wearing down of legs that 
results from walking. 


2. Stenography is taught in the high 


school. Does this sludy require any 
leas alertness of thought or coneepjtca- 
tion of attention than the study of 


, Greek inflections? 
If not, how is it 


le*a. valuable as a means of devel- 
oping mental power than 
Latin 
or 


Greek lirJsuistics? Is it to be decried 
•imply because Borne people earn their 
living by shorthand reporting?

|H mastering stenography. Nothing but 
the closest attention and the moat xm- 
Vearylng application) will make one 
proficient in thin exacting ana valuable 
acquirement. 
There v« ttsw stenos- 


Mh*r» worth the name. »nd if all the 


time that In given to both Latin and 
Greek in the high school was given to 
stenogaphy the pupil would ntot be com- 
petent to accurately report verbatim a 
tolerably rapid speaker. 
But stenog- 


raphy has got nothing to do with gen- 
eral education any more than the art of 
dyeing and engraving or the work of 
weaving or shoemaking have to do with 
it. It ig a business or a vocation, a 
thing wholly apart from general educa- 
tion. Besides, anyone who knows any- 
thing about the phonetic principle of 
stenography knows that its tendency Is 
destructive of literally correct language 
Arid the implied argument that It is as 
valuable as a means ofl developing men- 
tal power as Greek Inflections is based 
on very ancient, if not 
abandoned 


psychology, we fear. Greek is no long- 
er taught as mental gymnastics. It is 
taught for its rich contribution to a 
knowledge of our ov> n language and for 
its value in opening up magnificent 
fields of art, literature and history. We 
are surprised by a. carefiul educator 
linking stenography with Greek. To 
master Greek is to master a new world 
in addition! to the better mastery of our 
own language, institutions and trea- 
nures. To master stenography Is excel- 
lent for verbatim reporting but for any 
other thing one might as well memorize 
a Chinese directory, if any such thina 
is printed. Stereography is a series of 
signs for the sound elements ofl spoken 
language, in syllables, words or clauses, 
and nothing more. It is a gigantic feat 
in memorizing, and nothinlg more. Me- 
morizing has ceased to be the thing in 
education. Greek and stenography are 
beauty and the beast. The beast works; 
beauty is a joy fore^ er. 


3. Bookkeeping is taught in the high 


school. Does it afford no training in 
accuracy, no antidote flor slovenliness? 
Does reckoning in dollars and cents de- 
base the intellect and lower the ideals, 
while reckoning in x's and y's exalts 
and inspires? 


Housekeeping is an antidote for slov- 


enlinbss. Erect a model cottage and 
teach housekeeping. Reckoning in dol- 
lars and cents is not debasing, but it 
is something that every pupil has" from 
the beginning of his reckoning and does 
not take on new virtue when done in a 
business, "bread-winning" course in! the 
high school. In this question we have 
again the astonishing medley ofl things 
that characterize the other ouestions, 
Reckoning in dollars and cenlts is raised 
| to be equal to reckoning in x's and y's. 


which we have every right to interpret 
as making simple arithmetic equal to 
algebra or higher mathematics. Simple 
arithmetic has to do \% ith the objective, 
concrete thinjj; the other has to do with 
pure reasoning, abstract reasoning in 
which philosophical thinking, 
pure 


thinking was born and endures to the 
prgsent day and will endure always as 
the chiefest glory of man. Does Dr. 
Gadsby say our high schools are pre- 
pared to go back on it? 


4. Commercial law is taught in the 


high school. Are the :>rincii>les which 
govern contracts and leases less educa- 
tive than the fundamental facts 
of! 


common law which are taught in con- 
nection with the study of civil govern- 
ment? 


The couimorJ law is a common treas- 


ure. A knowledge of the evolution of 
the common law is a- profound educa- 
tion. The "fundamental fUcts". of it are 
as basic as the ten commandments. 
The common law is the crystalization of 
the experience of ages accepted uni- 
versally as the right rule of conduct to 
goverrJ society. It is in unalterable con- 
tradistinction to statute law, the more 
or less arbitrary command of the state, 
which most seriously affects contracts 
and such instruments nd agreements. 
To know common law is to know im- 
perishable, unopposed rulesof society; to 
know commercial contracts is to be- 
come, in the extreme, a corporation law 
yer. Is there a difference? 
Which is 


the most educative? 


B. The history of commerce and in- 


dustries is to be taught in the 
high 


school. Does study of these bloodless 
victories oil peare degrade, while the 
study of wars and political intrigues 
in general history elevates? Which is 
the higher ideal to set before our boys; 
a Fultorj or a Caesar? an Edison or a 
Napoleon? 


"Which is the higher ideal to set be- 


fore our boys, a Fulton or a Caesar, an 
Edison or a Napolon?" The answer is 
obvious and it would be pleasing if the 
question were as just. Teach your Ful- 
ton and Edison in1 your scientific branch, 
es, where they rightfully belong, and it 
you want names more illustrious in 
commerce lay hold upon Ericsson and 
Morse. The screw p.ropeller and the 
cable have done more for commerce 
than the Saddle wheel and some im- 
provement^ in telephony and electric 
lighting. Forestry might be studied, 
for tali trees as masts did mishtv ser- 
vice before steam and electncity camr 
in fashion. 
But history is far fiom 


being all Caesers ankl Napoleons. Wh.it 
about the "bloodless victories" in the 
legislative hall of the English and oth- 
er peoples that have played by far f.ie 
larger part in putting down the fbunda- 
tioni t>n which we rest tcday? 
If we 


were author of this question we should 
b£g to revise it before intelligent criti- 
cism would send it at>ng to absurdity 
to our humiliation. 


6. Does the Transcript know that the 


high school does not purpose to com- 
pete with the business college in any 
way; that no pupil therein may elect 
more than one-fourth of his work from 
the "commercial" subjects offered; that 
the other three-fourths must consist of 
mathematics, English, history, science 
and foreign language; that no course can 
be completed in less than four years; 
that in attacking the high school for 
assuming the *-ole of a business college 
it is ilinii-'Ushing a, mar, i.f stra\v oS 
its own creation; an3 finally that w& 
are doing here in this direction pre- 
cisely what is done in nearly all the 
best schools In this, the foremost state 
educationally in the union? 


The Transcript does not know what 


the high school purposes with reference 


to competition with the business col- 
lege. But we do know that It adver- 
tises a "business course" that the su- 
perintendent of schools refers to it aa 
a "bread-winning" affair, and that the 
high school has takpn up the business 
college subjects. If this is a man of 
straw there will be difficulty in burning 
him. The object of teaching mathema- 
tics, history, science and floreign laiv- 
guages does not seem real to us since 
Dr. Gadsby puts dollars and cents on a 
par with x's and y's; puts shipping, 
mining and manufacturing on* a par 
with the "political intrigues" and wars 
called general history, removes Fulton 
and Edison from the department of 
science to a "business course" and rates 
stentographyi with a study of Greek. 
Change the tables and put three-fourths 
of the pupil's time on th& "educative" 
business course subjects and permit no 
more than the other fourth to be ex- 
pended on incidentals*, such as bhuuint; 
how Caesar and Napoleon changed the 
map of the world, taking care to prop- 
erly exalt the new Napoleons, the Na- 
poleons of business who corner food 
products to make millions. 


Dr. Gadsby made a mistake, we think, 


in propounding these questions. 
He 


preferred not to face the question of the 
right of a "business fit" in the public 
schools and attempted to defend the 
presence of the "business" subjects by 
sacrilegiously claiming for them a place 
on the right ill not on the very throne 
of the ruling power in education. We 
have replied to Dr. Gadsby's mixed 
questions. Will he answer us this sim- 
ple one, the one we do not propose to 
be swerved from, the one we raised, the 
main! one: 


What business has a business course 


in the public schools?

Timely Work by Lienteaant Aloe 


IleKcuetl u Detachment Surrounded 
by Attnckine Natives—Story of tb« 
Flacky FleM and Dcliveranc* Just 
Com* to Light. 


A truly thrilling story In -which First 


Lieutenant A. Aloe o* the American 
army In the Philippines had a promt 
neii* part has just corue to light. Lieu- 
tcu.int Aloe if ln command of Compa- 
ny E, Twelfth Unitt-d States infantry, 
and, though he is at present suffering 
from live broken ribs, he will live to 
tell many a btory in years to come of 
his experiences. 
The latest affair in 


which he figured, his part being the 
gallant rescue of nine men who were 
being overpowered by natives, is told 
as follows in the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat: 


Bntac is a small town in the province 


of Ilocos Norte and is garrisoned by 
Lieutenant Aloe'a company. The head- 
quarters of military operations for the 
province are at Lavag, not far away. 
The places are connected by telephone 
wire. 
Some months ago Lieutenant 


Aloe received word from regimental 
headquarters that a band of natives 
was engaged in cutting the telephone 
connections throughout the province 
and were thought to be operating In 
the neighborhood of Batac. The lieu- 
tenant immediately sent out a detach- 
nieut of 33 men under First Sergeant 
Feidcamp to repair damage done to the 
wires and check the work of the native 
miscreants. 
The detachment started 


the morning of a sultry day, their di- 
rection being toward the mountains, 
where the Filipinos always do their 
most effective work. 
The path ran 


along the saline slopes, where not so 
much as a leaf offered its protecting 
shade. It presently wound its way be- 
tween two mountains. The wires so 
far were in good condition, and there 
was no evidence of danger brewing. A 
large mango tree was finally reached, 
and there the detachment, after sever- 
al hours' continuous marching, stopped 
to rest. The location was of a sinister 
character, as the hills came close to- 
gether, offering great advantages to an 
ambushing party. 


One of the soldiers remarked that 


the place was like a trap, and hardly 
had he spoken when a sharp fire from 
unseen foes was poured upon them 
from all sides. 
One soldier was in- 


stantly shot through the heart and an- 
other pierced through the shoulder. 
Every man dropped to the ground, 
seeking the protection of depressions 
In the earth or friendly rocks. 
Then 


they speedily deployed as skirmishers 
along the road, facing the height from 
which the liveliest fire came. They re- 
turned this to the best of their judg- 
ment, and for 30 minutes tbe exchange 
of bullets was rapid. Then the natives 
ceased firing. The detachment was in 
sorry plight. Retreat was impossible, 
as they were hedged in on all sides. 
An assault on the natives' position was 
out of the question. 
The mountain 


slopes were steep and craggy and were 
for a distance covered with impenetra- 
ble undergrowth. Besides, there was 
every evidence of a strong and well 
armed native force. 


After a brief lull in the storm there 


was an impetuous fire from the rear of 
the little d'etacliment, and at the same 
time the fire from the front was vigor- 
ously renewed. Nine of the detach- 
ment found a favorable position, af- 
forded by the nature of the ground, 
and the rest hurried down the road, 
endeavoring to flank their assailants 
or find some opportunity to get behind 
them. The nine men who kept their 
position were losing no opportunity to 
fire when there was the possibility of a 
shot beinf effective, and they held 
their own very well while the rest 
went forward on their adventure. 
These, however, were able to accom- 
plish nothing. Th?v ran into greater 
dangers and came tinder a hotter and 
closer fire than that which they had 
left. After using all their ammunition 
they ran through a pass where death 
whistled everywhere about them and 
made their way toward a garrisoned 
town. This left the nine men who had 
become separated from the detach- 
ment in a perilous predicament. Tbe 
natives knew they were few in num- 
bers and must have guessed they were 
nearly out of ammunition. They came 
closer, taking a lesson from the book 
of the Americans, yelling wildly. Yet 
they approached only to a certain dis- 
tance and tllen began a deliberate, 
murderous fire. 


The besieged nine regarded their case 


as hopeless and did little more than 
hug tho ground. Yet an occasional shot 
was fired, and it was clear that for a 
little longer the natives would be kept 
at a distance. The unfortunate llttip 
group were firm in only one belief, and 
that was that they would sell their 
lives at a high price. 
One had his 


hand shattered by a Remington bullet 
and became helpless. The others, re- 
alizing that each shot from their hid- 
den enemies was coming a little nearer 
'ban those that preceded It, watched 
and waited.

ant Aloe was pacing the floor of his 
room restlessly. He had expected to 
hoar from the detachment before 12 
o'clock. It was past 12, and he had 
hoard nothing. One o'clock came, and 
still nothing. He knew that the prov- 
ince was in a dangerous condition and 
that his band of men might possibly en- 
counter a force far too large for them. 
As lie was busy with these thoughts 
a party of 30 cavalrymen, escorting a 
\vagon trai^ of commissaries, arrived

GROWTH OF OUR NAVY. 


Interesting Details Regarding 


Officers and Vessels. 


At the Jtijj, 
^^tt 01 cavalry in ir^iii 


Of nis quarters the lieutenant instantly 
mounted one of the horses, and, order- 
ing the troopers to follow him, he set 
off at a gallop in the direction taken 
by the detachment. 


The nine surrounded men were still 


holding their own, but were down to 
their last half dozen rounds of ammuni- 
tion. They Sred only when a native, 
becoming too bold, showed an Inten- 
tion of coming nearer. The man whc-se 
hand was shattered would have wel- 
comed death, so great was the pain 
and so remote the hope of escape. They 
were all anticipating a speedy end to 
the affair when the sound of horses' 
hoofs was neard, and a body of caval- 
rymen dashed into sight. They charg- 
ed a line of natives who had stolen 
upon the nine, and in this act one of 
the latter says he saw Lieutenant Aloe 
kill four of the Filipinos with his pis- 
tol. Then the cavalrymen dismounted 
and sent their horses back to a more 
protected position. A battle of several 
hours' duration ensued, and then the 
natives were driven from their posi- 
tion. It was Impossible to pursue them 
on account of the thick brush, and be- 
sides night was approaching.

himself 
dressed 
the 


wounds of the private soldiers and 
then returned to the garrison. It was 
afterward ascertained that the natives 
had lost more than 50 killed, though 
nothing could be learned about their 
wounded. It was in an affair similar 
to the one just related that Lieutenant 
Aloe, falling in the darkness, had five 
of his ribs broken. He was carried to 
the hospital, where he is now recover- 
ing. 


THE FIRST AMERICANS. 


SHIPS THAT ABE HOW BEING BUILT 


Worth Asia. Inlander! Thonslit to Be 


the Original Inhabitants. 


Historians and ethnologists through- 


out Europe are at present much inter- 
ested in the account of Herr L. J. 
Sternberg's recent visit to the Giljacs, 
a little known tribe which has, dwelt 
for centuries in the northern portion of 
the island of Sachalin and also on the 
opposite coast of Siberia. 
Sternberg 


is a noted traveler, and the story of bis 
visit was told by him recently before 
the Russian Geographical society in 
St. Petersburg. 


The Giljacs, he said, though they are 


spread over a wide territory, number 
only about 4,500 souls. They are, with- 
out exception, the most interesting 
people in the east of Asia. Though 
other peoples surround them, they live 
completely isolated, and,jjnore remark- 
able still, their languaggi,is<-wholly dif- 
ferent from that sppkea.ty the Ainos, 
the Timgus and their other neighbors. 


This fact was regarded by Herr 


Steruberg as of unusual importance, 
especially when -he ascertained through 
correspondence with friends that there 
was not in all Asia another language 
at all like it.

Ha has discovered much evidence to 


prove that the Giljacs of today are de- 
scendants, either direct'' of collateral, 
of the original inhabitants of North 
America. 
Their langftk-ge, he main- 


tains, points clearly in this direction, 
and further proofs are to be found in 
their past history and legends. 


The Giljacs have-nojgalways inhab- 


ited Sachalin, their original home be- 
ing in the arctic regions; Their family 
life is wholly different from that of 
their neighbors. 
Monogamy is sup- 


posed to be the rule, but polygamy is 
widely practiced. 
Their plural mar- 


riages, however, are not like those in 
other countries. Every woman selects 
a husband for herself and lives with 
him as his sole wife. Nevertheless the 
national custom requires her to be- 
come the temporary wife of any mem- 
ber of her clan. 


Very little was known about the Gil- 


jacs up to the present, but much will 
be known about them in the future, 
since other travelers and scientists in- 
tend to visit them in the hope of as- 
certaining Definitely in what way, if 
any, they are related to the original in- 
habitants of North America.

There Is considerable food for re- 


flection in the register of the commis- 
sioned and warrant officers of the navy 
of the United States and of the ma- 
rine corps which has just come from 
the printer. 
It shows a most aston- 


ishing growth within the last 15 years. 
From a handful of officers and ships 
the navy has Increased to 1,838 com- 
missioned officers, 17,500 enlisted men, 
2,500 apprentices and, counting the 
ships under construction, a fleet of 
293 vessels. 


In the list of first rate commissioned 


ships are found seven first class battle- 
ships, of which the Alabama Is the 
largest; one second class battleship, 
the Texas; two armored cruisers, the 
Brooklyn and Few York; four protect- 
ed cruisers, the Columbia, Minneapo- 
lis, Chicago and Olympla, and the 
double turret monitor Puritan. Of sec- 
ond rate ships tbe converted cruiser 
Buffalo is the largest and the Boston 
and Atlanta the smallest The Yankee 
heads the list of third raters, with the 
Annapolis type of composite gunboat 
at the foot. The navy now owns only 
isix sailing ships anu a similar number 
of receiving vessels, 
In the unservice- 


able list the New Hampshire, Omaha,., 
Constitution, 
Iroquois, 
Nipslc, 
St." 


Louis, Dale, Minnesota, Marion and 
Yantlc are mentioned. 


In the "under construction" class are 


listed the Georgia, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, of 15,000 tons displace- 
ment each; the Virginia and Rhode 
Island, each of 14,600 tons; the Ohio, 
Maine and Missouri, of 12,500 tons 
each, and the Wisconsin and Illinois, 
each of 11,525 tons. These vessels are 
all battleships of the first class. Also 
in the "under construction" class are 
tbe armored cruisers California, Ne- 
braska and West Virginia, of 14,000 
tons; the Maryland, Colorado and 
South Dakota, of 13,600 tons, and the 
protected cruisers St. Louis, Milwau- 
kee and Charleston, each of 9.600 tons. 
There are 4 monitors, 1 gunboat, 16 
torpedo boat destroyers, 15 torpedo 
boats and 7 submarine torpedo boats 
•Iso on the stocks. 


During the year there were 16 resig- 


nations, the most important being that 
of Lieutenant George P. Blow, who 
was identified with the Maine disaster. 
In this list were a few naval cadets 
who were permitted to resign to es- 
cape dismissal for inefficiency. 
The 


retirements numbered 38 and Include 
two rear admirals, Benjamin F. Day 
and Alex H. McCoraick; six captains, 
three commanders, seven lieutenant 
commanders, four medical directors, 
one pay director and one surgeon. The 
retirements from the marine corps 
were two. The death lisjt numbers 33 
and includes Rear Admirals Stembel, 
Sicard. McNalr and Philip,' Commodore 
Mayo and three lieutenant command- 
ers. 
There were two dismissals, and 


one naval cadet was dropped. 


Admiral Dewey Is the head of the 


active list of the navy, and John Ad- 
ams Howell," president of the retiring 
board. Is the senior officer of the grade 
of rear admiral. John Joseph Read of 
the navy yard at Philadelphia is the 
junior rear admiral. 
Mortimer Lau- 


rence Johnson, captain of tbe Boston 
yard, heads the grade of captain. Cap- 
tains Crowninshield, Melville, O'Neill 
and Bradford, who are chiefs of bu- 
reaus, have the rank of rear admiral. 
Altogether there are 70 captains. Of 
commanders there are,112. The senior 
officer of that grade is Franklin Han- 
ford, who is the commandant of the 
naval station at Cavite.

_ WORK OF SPIDERS. 


A Species Tliat Carry Alone Al» IB 


Their Jonrucyn linder 'Water. 


A certain kind of spider is capable of 


forming* bubble, taking it down through 
the water and discharging it into its nest, 
so that the egss— and later on, the young 
— arc kepi dry and are supplied with air. 


Although the water spider lives on 


land, where it needs plenty of air to 
breathe, it is really hatched under the 
water and spends a great deal of its time 
there beneath the surface. Its body is 
covered with hair, which holds the air 
like drops of water, and \v hen the body is 
charged with these air particles the 
6pider dives down Tinder the surface, 
forming a bubble which it holds between 
the hind leys and carries with it. It is 
only in this manner that it can furnish 
air for the interior of its nest, keeping it 
dry until the eggs are hatched. 


First, the mother spider builds her nest. 


This is placed some distance down in the 
water and is a sort of cell spun in the 
ehapc of an egg, having an opening on 
the underside. When this is completed, 
she rises to the surface and thoire charges 
her body thoroughly with air. Then once 
more she dives under the surface, the 
•water forming a bubble which gradually 
swells out from the body. This she skill- 
fully holds between her furry bind legs 
firmly and yet gently, so that it won't 
break and escape. 


Swimming to the nest, she discharges 


the bubble In it. This, of course, crowds 
out some «f the wate'r, leaving the top 
filled with air. As the nest is large, re- 
quiring a great deal of air the spider 
makes another and yet another trip, un- 
til the whole interior is free from moist- 
ure. 
By this simple process she keeps 


the egga dry and furnishes air for the 
young until they are large enough to 
swim out and got it for themselves. 


But as much as the spider lives under 


water it is always dry. No matter how 
long it may hare been swimming around 
under the surface, the moment it conies' 
to the top there is no trace of moisture 
in it. The reason of this is that the air 
particles that cling to its hair keep off 
the water and prevent it from soaking 
through the skin. Another strange thing 
about it Is that it can swim with great 
speed in spite of its balloonlike burden. 


The best way to watch the water spider 


is to place one in a vessel filled vrith 
water and containing some water plant. 
There it will quickly spin its web and if 
fed on flies and bugs, lead its aquatic 
existence. 


The eggs of this spider are laid in a 


cocoon, shaprd something like the top of 
a round disb. It generally contains a 
hundred or more eggs. — Chicago Inter

A DESCENDANT OF LOCAL QUAK- 


ERS, 


The following is from the 
Toledo, 


(Iowa) Chronicle and refers to a for- 
mer resident of this town, a. brother of 
Hufus B. Hathaway who lives on the 
west roacJ: 


T. P. Hathaway was born at Adams, 


Berkshire county, Mass.. February 24, 
1830, 
and departed this life in the early 


mornling of January 29, 1901. He 
was 


born of Quaker parentage and the dis- 
cipline of simplicity, honesty and truth, 
BO rigidly enforced during the earlv 
part ofl his life was never violated nor 
forsaken. In 1S53 he was married to 
Miss Amelia Brj^ant, who shared the 
common interests and responsibilities 
until 1888, when she was called to her 
future home above. Five children were 
born to bless the home. The eldest Is 
Dr. L. B. Hathaway of Heinbeck; 
Arthur and Helen were 9 and 14 years 
of age respectively at the time of their 
deaths; Mary A., is the wife o; Dr. C. 
W. Bruner ofl Toledo; Martin E. lives 
en the homestead south of Cedar Falls. 


Mr. Hathaway was one of the early 


pioneers of Blackhawk c'ounty, having 
located on his farm south of Cedar 
Falls in 1868. He was widely known as 
one of the most substantial and reliable 
men of the county in the advancement 
o>3 the public welfare. In politics he 
was a staunch republican! and cast a 
strong influence about him in support 
of his convictions. In church interests 
he was identified with the Congrega- 
tional denomination, havirjg*- his mem- 
bership with the church at 
Toledo 


since 1895. He was known by his fellow 
members and pastor as modest mid 
quiet in manner,, spiritually 
minded, 


strong and lovable in! character, a, heln 
to the church by his loyalty and faith- 
fulness and by the influence 'of his daily 
life, and an inspiration to his pastor 
through his moral support and through 
his appreciative, worshipful, listening 
attitude at the hour of public service. 


The fluneral services were held at the 


home of his daughter, Mrs. Dr. Brunfer 
this morning at S o'clock, conducted by 
his pastor, Rev. John A. Holmes, assist 
ed by=Dr. E* ^.-Miller af=the Methodist 
Episcopal church/ The funeral rvarty 
took the street car for Tama and thence 
by? rail to Cedar Falls where the burial 
will be in the family lot in one of the 
beautiful cemeteries of his home city.

which is separated from the Hoosac 
valley by the Taconic range of m'oun- 
tiqns. The board of trade committee 
is now engage'dX is - .sounding1 public 
sentiment in Williamst'own. The com- 
mittee will frame a letter- today or to- 
morrow to be forwarded to the officers 
of the Berkshire company, asking the 
company's consideration of. the matter 
and assuring- the company that.it could 
receive the hcurty cooperation of Wil- 
Iramstown people in suet- a project. 


If is believed in Williamstowu that 


there are e-ood-arguments in favor-of 
a line through,; the valley nanied., In 
the first place Pittsfield and Williams- 
town, which i have many mutual in- 
terests, would be closely connected, 
and a new and promising- section wouli 
be open/d up. In summer, it a is "be- 
lieved that the road Would do a flour- 
ishing pleasure business, for the ride 
-between Williamstown and Pittsfield 
has often been declared the prettiest in 
the Berkshir L.Us. On the line is the

of railroad facilities' would increase the 
business of these places as -well as es 
tablish new ones. The Berkshire com- 
pany has already secured the right to

above named is not a new idea, but 
one that was long ago considered, even 
before the section had grown'to three- 
quarters its present "size. Butchereto- 
fore the plan was'to have steamHpO'wer 
and the idea was- to connect the Fitch- 
burg raar&ad with the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford, which then had 
a spur line ru.e.iing into Pittsfield. '' 


A survey \vas made for such a ro-ad 


several years ago and it was found 
that all grades could be overcame and 
that tl.e road could be built; but the 
capital was never-advanced. An elec- 
tric line could be laid through the 
valley with little or no grade and with 
no heavy grading- expenses, for the 
greater, p-art of the way if not the 
whole -distance the road would be a 
surface line.

I was in Taunton a few days- before the i 
story was published and: I was told j 
there that Hackett was to be taken to 
New Bedford. 
I supposed he 'was 


there at the time the Taunton story 
was sent out. Mind you, I don't say 
the story was s«nt out from Taunton." 


"Have you any idea where Quinn, 


the missing member of the gang is?" 


The officer smiled. "I think he said 


that I could have got him if I had set 
about it at the offset. The New York 
and New Haven road does not act as 
prosecuting officers for any section.

KEEPER CAN'T SELL LIQUOR 


Attachment Must Close a Saloon when 


Placed. Interesting Decision 


Judge Putnam of Worcester has just 


made a ruling of interest in connec- 
tion with the right of a keeper, placed 
in charge of a saloon while the latter 
is under attachment, to sell liqu'or on 
the saloon's license. As iliis has been 
done in this as in many other cities of 
the state, it will be of general interest. 
Beck & Boylan's saloon was attached 
by Sheriff Bacon, who jjut a keeper in 
charge, nanied Gallagher, who -con- 
ducted the business for the sheriff. He 
was thereupon arrested 
for 
il-legal j 


liquor selling, and the .court found him 
guilty and flnedj him $60. The case was 
appealed to the! high court. , In sum- 
ming up, the judge said: 


"Hording- tne keys, sup/pose he should 


keep the saloon open after 11 o'clock 
at night or open it for business before 
6 o'clock in the morning, who would 
then be liable for the yiblation of the 
statutes? Would it be Beck & Boylan, 
who did not have control of the prem- 
ises, or the man whofdid? 


"Could the firm who had surrendered 


the control of the keys;' and who sur- 
rendered the control--.of1 the funds, be 
said to be in control in any degree of 
the business 
If not, who was in con- 


trol? Was it not Gallagher or the offi- 
cer who put him in office—one or both? 
If either or both, under what license 
were they acting? Under some license 
it must have been or their action in the 
sales of liquor was .Unlawful. 


"Is -a license to sell intoxicating li- 


quors so broad, flexi'ble and convenient 
as to permit an officer; holding in his 
hands an ordinary writ of attachment, 
in- effect to oust a licensee from the 
premises where he is carrying 'on busi- 
ness under it and to all intent and pur 
poses carry it on himself as duly li- 
censee! till he sees fit to let the licensee 
resume control of his saloon?" 


Judge Putnam held that there were 


legal methods of disposing of the li- 
quor under attachment or there was a 
way to transfer a Ifcensa, but this had 
not been done, and l)e held the de- 
fendant guilty.

A TROLLEY ROPE GUARD 


Successful Test of New Contrivance on

The Hopsae Valley street railway com 


pany is trying a new .invention for hold- 
ing the trolley rope in, position and for 
preventing the trolley pole from dam- 
aging the trolley line whten it jumps 
fl-om the wire'. The contrivance con- 
sists of a1 wheel around which the roi«e 
winds, which is so arranged 
with 


springs that'the slow upward and down 
ward motion of the trolley pole will not 
effect it, but will keep the rojje tauerht. 
A sudden/ jerk of the rope such as is 
caused when the trolley leaves the wire 
will cause the rope to catch and re- 
main firm until removed. If the trolley 
pole" extends beyond the arms of the 
poles when the rope is caught it will 
strike the next arm, when the pole will 
be pushed down and the rope caught a 
second' time so that the pole cannot de- 
stroy the next arm anld cross wires. The 
contrivance has been placed on cars 32 
and 36, the "two new cars of the com- 
pany, and works well.

the death of William M. Evarts:

It had 
all the characteristics which distin- 
guished his speeches in after life and 
was to my mind, a wonderful produc- 
tion. I have never had occasion to 
alter that opinion. 


"It has been my good fortune to 


count myself a friend from that time 
during air his life. In all his public 
positions, where he \yas so conspicuous 
and rendered such lasting services to 
his country, I have been one of his 
constant admirers. He was a remark- 
able man in all that makes up a man 
and a statesman. His mental qualities 
were remarkable very much for the 
reason that they were unlike those of 
anybody else. His broad statesman- 
ship was illustrated 
in h!s poMtical 


career in New York, in the senate and 
in the department of state. He made 
a record which will be conspicuous in. 
the political history of his tune. 


"He was most delightful am. charm- 


ing in all his intercourse with friends 
and most attractive in all social posi- 
tions. He was most remarkable for hir 
wit and for his brilliancy. There never 
was a stain upon his good name and 
•he never had an enemy."
